Bob Kellogg, AE4IC asked me to explain my lamp selection. Sorry folks 
but here's the best I can do: 


I can't give you much more since I sort of fell onto it. I'll 

explain, I first set up a series of night-lights in the basement where 
we have the bedrooms & my shack. These were 6 volt approx 100 ma 
lamps. I was using a 12 volt system so I had to place them in series/ 
parallel. I have four lamps in the hall, and two more in my shack. I 
was charging my batteries one day when it was snowing badly this winter 
& deceided it would be good to shift completely over to emergency 
power. So, now the system was charging and supplying power to the 
lighting system. The power did go off after two days of snow, but that 
wasn't the point. After all was settled I deceided to leave the 

system on all the time and then I noticed that the batteries were never 
getting to 14+ volts any longer. So, I measured the system and found I 
was uSing about a 12 Volt 600 ma system. 


My suggestiong for starters would be 150ma/12V lamp for a 300ma/12V 
battery eliminator. But in the end you will have to check it for awhile 
and be sure that the thing doesn't over charge.

I had e-mail recently from John Shuster, KC7CKP, asking me what he 
could do about the receive offset on his HW-8; it was about 900 hz, 
which he considered excessive and wanted to reduce. There is no 
adjustment, but there is a part you can vary to change it a bit. 
Disclaimer--I haven't actually tried this, since my own HW-8 has been 
sitting on the shelf, minus some parts, for a few years; this comes 
from a study of the schematic, but "should" work (famous last 
words!). 


The VFO is JFET Q2, and has a 470 ohm resistor from the source to 
ground. There is also a 5 pF capacitor, C55, connected to the 
source, with the other end going to the junction of diode D11 and 1K 
resistor R36. The diode goes to ground; when voltage appears at the 
top of the diode, it conducts and connects the 5 pF cap to ground, 
moving the VFO frequency a bit. That 1K resistor goes to the hot 
side of the T/R relay. When in transmit, voltage appears there, 
pulling in the relay and activating diode D1i1. In receive, there is 
no voltage and D11 sees ground through R36 and the winding of the 
relay; it no longer conducts, so the 5 pF is out of the circuit. By 
changing the value of C55 a little, you should be able to vary the 
frequency shift between transmit and receive. 


How much to vary it? Remember that it's 5 pF and pulling the 
frequency by a few hundred Hz, so you probably don't need much. Try 
changing it by a couple of pF. Depending on how far off your own 
shift is, you might even be able to get by with replacing it with 
several different 5 pF (or 4.7 pF) caps, since they will all vary 
slightly from each other by whatever their tolerance is.

I was toying with the idea of doing a bulk buy of toroids from 
Micrometals (the folks who make the powdered iron cores sold by 
Amidon) in conjunction with some of the local homebrewers, sort of a 
co-op buy. I knew the prices would have to be much better than those 
offered by Amidon, both their "public" price and the prices they 
charge dealers. I correctly assumed that the minimum order of each 
part number would be 100 items. 


However, I quickly gave up on the idea after talking to a number of 
the folks I thought might be interested. Few were really enthused, 
and each had different lists of cores they would want, and it became 
quite clear very early that it would never work out; with most of the 
cores, I'd end up having to keep anywhere from 50 to 90 of each type 
myself. I'd certainly consider 30 or 40, but more than that passes 
the threshold of pain and the limits of even MY pack-ratting 
sensibilities! 


I compared the prices to those from certain small parts dealers; in 
some cases Micrometals was a bit better, in others the parts dealers 
were a bit lower. Of course those dealers are able to take advantage 
of the price breaks, which I would not--the following prices apply 
from the minimum of 100 pieces up to 499! I didn't ask for the 
over-500 prices, since I know I'd never be able to go that high! 
(Shipping charges were not factored into these comparisons. ) 


Anyhow, if anyone is curious, and might want to do a bulk-buy in your 
own area, here are the prices I was quoted directly from Micrometals, 
at the end of March. If you want to contact them, the number in 
their catalogs is wrong. Their new numbers are: voice 714-970-9400, 
and FAX 714-970-0400. Remember, the minimum order is 100 pieces of 
each, and do not include shipping charges. I didn't ask if there was 
also a minimum dollar order. If you do plan an order, make sure you 
get the current prices. 


If you look at these prices and marvel at how much lower they are 
than the Amidon prices, remember that everything you buy in your 
entire life is the same way! (Welcome to the Realities of 
Retailing.)

Don't forget, there are a number of pitfalls in doing bulk orders for 
a group of people.

You could end up with a three-lifetimes supply of 
your own :-) What if some of the merchandise proves to be damaged or 
defective? Being the one who coordinated the order, that's your 
headache (and possibly expense). You have to factor in shipping and 
other expenses, which drive up the price a bit; make sure everyone 
understands that they will have to pay higher prices than you did, 
after everything is added. If you have to mail items to any of your 
group, that adds a bit more, too. The joys of "retailing" :-)

Gang, 


Just completed building a Norcal 40A from Wilderness Radio. Great 
radio. Even though I was aware of the demensions, had no idea of its 
small & rugged size. I even survived toroid winding! 


I've noticed what is described in the manual as a "leading edge click". 
It's not terrible, but non the less, it's there. The manual suggests 
inserting a 10 to 22 ohm resistor in series with D2. It goes on to say 
to cut the trace between D1 and D2, then solder the resistor to the 
anode of D2 and the cathode of D1 ... easy enough! However, last night 
while perusing my treasured QRPp, in the Mar 94 edition Wayne, N6KR 
suggests adding a 0.22uF cap from thge anode of D5 to ground. He 
suggests this will slow the fall time and reduce key clicks. 


Before cutting traces ... eeekkkks, any thoughts on which method might 
be more effective? Bob at Wilderness said the clicks should subside 
when and if I used a keyer rather than straight key. Well they do 
subside with my "Code Boy", but there still appears to be some 
transient leading edge clicks ... not bad, but still there ... OK, so 
I'ma little "anal"!

I finally have a printout of 8044.ps! It was not an easy path but I did it. 


I first tried Ghostscript (v 2.6.1) that I obtained from ftp.LEHIGH.EDU, 

I soon discovered that it needed some fonts to go with it, but the "Uglier" 
font provided showed me that it was capable of working, but without the 
proper fonts, 8044.ps was not readable. 


Next I tried RoPS that was suggested on this list -- well, it showed me 
overlapped pages and was miserably slow. Took so much time to zoom from 
one size to another that I got tired of waiting, and all the printouts 
that I did with RoPS were small -- only a bit in the center of the paper. 
This could have been something about my printer, but I feel that there are 
still some performance bugs to be worked out for this program. 


Then, I went back to Ghostwriter, and found via a web search that there 

was a Ghostwriter 3.3.3 from Aladdin that had all the fonts packaged 

in two files, and I decided to give it a try. I got all 2Meg of fonts as 
well as the DOS based program (Windows also available). All ready for 

good results here - it looked good on the screen printouts - I sent 8044.ps 
to my printer, and found that the print spilled too far to the right ona 
page, and the page length seemed to be too long. I was not in a mood to 
find out what was wrong at this point. BTW, printer is Canon BJ-200e. 


Next tried Ghostscript 2.6.1 with the fonts from 3.3.3 thinking that it 
SHOULD work. It didn't like these fonts, and still printed with the "Uglyr" 
font -- bad luck. 


I finally bit the bullet and downloaded the fonts for Ghostscript 2.4, 2.5 
and 2.6 (you do need all of them for a complete set). See the SimTel mirrors 
to get your own copy. 


Now SUCCESS -- I have a good looking printout of 8044.ps that fits nicely 
on the pages. I am now in possession of a means to handle PostScript files. 


One of these days I will get the higher level version to work, but now 
back to my QRP rigs, enough of this computer wizardry. 


Thanks to Chuck Adams for getting me going on the path to Postscript 
capability. I just wish the road were not so rocky, but I learned a 
few things along the way - frustrating though it may be - it was a good 
experience. 


I am posting this with the hope that someone out there in qrp land will 
benefit from my stumbling experience.

N8ET (Bill), WM8W (Jan), and WS8T (Pat) operated from a location near 
the QTH of WM8W in Arlington, Ohio. N8ET supplied the equipment, WM8W 
supplied the kite, and WS8T supplied the moral support. The kite has 
been featured in several pictures in 73 magazine over the years. It is 
a delta wing kite with a wingspan of 8 feet. Jan uses up to 2000' of 
nylon line to fly the kite. The kite was launched and several hundred 
feet of line were fed out before the long wire was attached to the 
kite line using gray tape. Every hundred feet or so we tacked the wire 
to the nylon line with a bit more gray tape. At the 1000 ft mark on 
the nylon line we cut the wire and attached it to the ATU. The 
receiver came to life, and the antenna loaded up. 


We made ssb qso's on 20, 40, and 80 SSB at 5 watts or less levels, and 
got some fairly decent reports. Settings on the ATU were noted, and 
then we went to 40 cw where there seemed to be some QRP Afield 
activity. I called CQ once on 7.040, and 10 minutes later there were 
10 qso's in the log. 


7 minutes and 5 qsos later, the main spar on the kite failed. Signals 
on a ground mounted long wire arre much weaker than signals on a kite 
mounted long wire! We declared the operation a success even though we 
had to quit early. 


The long wire was measured before we wound it back on the reel. It was 
approximately 535' long. Based on the estimated angle of the kite 

support line, the high end of the long wire was 350 to 400 feet in the 
air. In the brief time we were on 40 cw, we worked stations from NJ to 


AR to CO to MN. It certainly worked.... 
Final totals were 17 qsos for a fianl claimed score of 680 points. 


We will be ready for the next one!

Had a lot of chores to catch up on so got a late start for the 
QRP Afield Contest. Operated for only an hour and a half with 
one QSO in the logbook. It was a success! 


With one Norcal 40, one Norcal 40A, and an inverted V antenna fed 
with 100 feet of RG8 coax, I set up a station on the sailing vessel 
Wawona. The Wawona is a 3-masted schooner which was built by the 
Hans Ditlev Bendixsen shipyard at Fairhaven, California. Launched 
in 1897 she was put into service as a cargo vessel carrying lumber 
between West Coast ports. In 1914 her crew of 10 was replaced with 
a crew of 36 whereupon she sailed Alaska's Bering Sea as a cod 
fishing schooner. The years she spent carrying salt cod in her hold 
is what preserved her from the ravages of time. Sadly, she is the 
only survivor of the old Northwest commercial sailing fleet. The 
Wawona was officially retired from maritime service in 1946. In 
1970 the Wawona became a National Historic Site. Ancient mariners 
claim she's the first ship in the US to be listed on the National 
Register. Second opinions are sought on this issue!!! 


At 165' in length, 35' beam, and a draft of 11-1/2' she is the 
largest sailing schooner built in the US. Keeping her ship shape 
and afloat is a daunting task. Her planking is clear fir, 6 to 8 
inches thick, 16 inches wide, reaching lengths of 120 feet. The 
Wawona is presently docked adjacent to the Center for Wooden Boats 
located on Lake Union in Seattle, Washington, USA. 


Captain Larry Gellermann granted permission to operate a HAM radio 
station aboard his ship, the Wawona. I hoisted an inverted V up 80 


feet on the mizzen mast. Tied off the free ends with lines leading 
to the stern and foc'sle. Propagation was directed east toward 
Toronto, Canada, and west to ships at sea. Circumstances did not 
allow for directing propagation towards the Southwest...sorry to 
miss out on all the fun down there! Set up the Norcal 40's with a 
marine battery on an empty rum barrel found resting on deck. Wx was 
threatening rain with a bit of a breeze wafting cumulo numerous ;) 
clouds overhead. Temperature on deck was 56 d.F., a perfect day! 


My one and only contact occurred when I first tuned up. NJ7M over 

in neighboring Boise, Idaho, gave me a 559 while I received him 579. 
This represents a 100% increase in contacts from last April, hi hi. 
Heard a few California stations, KE6JAC, KD6JVA. Also heard K80RD/7. 
Operated for 45 minutes in the novice segment of 40 meters but made 
no additional contacts.

An article in QRP Quarterly for July 1989 shows two ways to decrease = 
power for QRP on the ICOM 735. The first article, written by Mike = 
Michael, W3TS shows a circuit to feed a negative 1 to 4 volts into the = 
ALC jack allowing the power to be turned all the way down to zero watts. 


I build this into a small plastic Radio Shack box with a 10 turn pot and 
used it for years (still use it sometimes). I think this is a better way 
to turn down the power, as one has to only unplug the box from the ALC = 
jack and the radio is back to QRO. 


The other article tells about resetting the 735 for 5 watts minimum = 
re-adjusting R-267.

with the Auteck. Lowest SWR at about 7800 khz. Scraped the far end of the 
horizontal wire and used an alligate clip to clip on an extra chuck of wire. 
Trimmed it to give me 1.9 : 1 at 7040. 


Sat in a chair under the dogwood blossoms and plugged the nearly 
invisible antenna into the Norcal 40-9er. It was something to 
contemplate: 200 mw into a magnet wire vertical with one radial! 


In two hours of intermittant operation, this setup produced 5 contacts 
in MI, NY, OH and PA.
